ten memorandum was submitted to Lord 
Pauncefote on the subject. The ambassa- 
dor has made known the general results 
of these conversations and of the memo- 
4 rapdum to the authorities in Londag, and 
it is doubtless to this that allusion is 
made in the London dispatches. It is 


said, however, that the negotiations are 


so tentative and informal that they are 
not regarded as an official exchange or 
proposition. What they embody is not 
made known here though it is understood 
they are chiefly an exposition of the 
views held by United States senators as 
to the essential features which should 
be included in a treaty. While this is not 
a proffer of a treaty it conveys to the 
British authorities what is considered es- 
sential by the senators who control the 
ratification of any treaty which will be 
made.

The election will 
be interesting, principally because of its 
bearing upon the new law and the op- 
portunity which it affords for testing its 
efficacy from a democratic point of view. 
Both parties have been comparatively 
inactive in their canvasses and the gen- 
eral public is decidedly apathetic as to 
the result. Of the two, however, the re- 
publicans have made the greater effort. 
This fact, together with the further fact 
that a factional fight is on in ‘the, 
democratic ranks, makes it highly prob- 
able that the council, which is naw dem- 
ocratic, may have a republican majority 
after the votes are counted.

TAX ON TORACGY-AND SNUFF. 


Commissioner Yerkes Will Not Issue 
New Stamps. 

Washington, May 6.—Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Yerkes has decided 
that as the rate of tax on tobacco and 
snuff will not be changed by the act of 
March 2 1901, no stamps for tobaceo and 
snuff will be issued.

“The city of Jacksonville on Friday, 
May 3d, was visited by one of the most 
horrible and apps ling calamities that has 
ever happened in any community of mod- 
ern times. About noon of that day a fire 
was discovered in a smal] palmetto fiber 
factory in the extreme western portion 
of the city. A.high wind was then blow- 
ing to the eastward, carrying the flame 
over the heads of firemen. The fire spread 
with such rapidity that our citizens had 
great difficulty in leaving their homes and 

laces of business. In many cases they

United States Striving To Open 
China to Trade of All 
the World 


SUPPORT BEING GIVEN 
DY CERTAIN: POWERS. 


Project Appeals to Commercial In- 
terests of All Nations, and May 
Aid in Settlement of 
the Indemnity Ques- 
tion. 


Washington, May 6.—Inquiry confirms 
the report that the United States is 
working, and finds support in its effort, 
toward the opening of all China, include 
ing the provinces, to the trade of the 
world. This does not mean the aboli- 
tion of customs duties, but would make 
every Chinese city a mart for the world’s 
goods instead of limiting foreign come 
merce to the few existing treaty ports. 
The project is one that appeals tempting- 
ly to the commercial interests of others 
of the great pawers than the United 
States and if it should command the sup- 
port of the necessary number, hope is 
entertained that it will indirectly aid in 
the settlement of the troublesome in- 
demnity question. 

Opening, of Mavichutté. 

London, May 6.—A representative of the 
associated press was officially informed 
today that the statement of the Shanghai 
correspondent of The London Times 
that China has approached the powers 
suggesting a: complete opening of Man- 
churia to the enterprise of all countries 
and that replies have been received from 
Japan, the United States and Great Brit-, 
ain, is inmeorreet.

The British foreign offfte 
has not the slightest intention of em-* 
barking upon such a fruitless task as 
the one indicated by The Times corrés- 
pondent and believes the United States 
and Japan fully concur with that view. 

It is now feared that in spite of the 
protest of the United States and Great 
Britain and Chinese maritime customs 
will be raised considerably above the 56 
per cent increase to which Great Britain 
consented in order to help China meet 
the indemnity. THat such action will 
principally hurt American and British 
trade is keenly appreciated in Downing 
Street, but it appears that the increase 
cannot be avoided without the British 
and. American withdrawal from the con- 
cert, which step Lord Landsdowne does 
not contemplate for a moment. 

No official news has been received here 
of Germans havigg fired on the British 


flag. 
Withdrawal of ‘Troops. 

Berlin, May 6.—The National Zeitung 
publishes a statement, evidently inspired, 
regarding the withdrawal of troops from 
the province of Chi Li. The withdrawal, it 
appears, will be under Count von Wal- 
dersee’s command, no nation proceding 
alone. The first step will be a note sent 
to the Chinese commissioners naming 
the total indemnity. If China gives a 
written pledge of payment, the greater 
portion of the foreign troops will be 
withdrawn; but a sufficient number will 
remain until the indemnity question is 
settled. Not until.then will all the troops 
be withdrawn with the exception — of 
the legation guamfis and the garrisons 
between Pekin and the coast.

If the company ‘can get these terminal 
facilities it proposes to complete its road 
from Dublin, the present terminus, to a 
point on the Seaboard Air Line or to Sa- 
vannah. Many business men have ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of the mayor 
and council granting the concessions, It 
is said that the mayor and committees to 
whom the petition of the road was re- | 
ferred at the last meeting of council, and 
who went over the land today that is 
wanted, are inclined to favor the grant 
and may so recommend to council meet- 
ing tomorrow night. if the terminal fa- 
cilities asked for are granted the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah Rallroad Company 
Says it meahs a new and independent 
railroad from Macon.to the sea, either 
by-connection with the Seaboard Air Line 
or the extension of the Macon, Dublin 
an8 Savannah to Savannah direct. 

The Macon, Dublin and. Savannah ex- 
tends from Macon to Dublin, a distance 
of. fifty-four miles. Originally project- 
ed to Savannah,..the company was com- 
pelied by the financiaj stress §f recent 
years to abandon temporarily the exten- 
sion from Dublin. It is believed that it 
is the purpose of the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah to form a connection with the 
Seaboard Air Line and thus give the Sea- 
board the entrance into Macon which ‘it 
80 much desires. It is believed that the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah will also be 
extended in a northerly direction toward 
Lawrenceville, where connection can. be 
had with the Seaboard. It will require 
a very short extension from Dublin to 
connect with the Seaboard,

Raleigh, N. C., May 6.—(Specia:.)—Gov- 
ernor Aycock today pardoned Raney 
Mills, a young negro woman of Rutherford 
county, the mother on an elght months’ 
old child. Her husband, Avery Mills, 
killed a white man named Flack last year 
and was quickly lynched, while the wo- 
man narrowly escaped lynching. 

Judge Robinson urged the pardon. 

In a letter to the governor the judge 
said that after her husband had been 
shot and while he was being beaten on 
the head with a gun, his wife handed him 
a pistol with which he killed Flack, who 
was, the judge says, the aggressor. She 
and her husband were on their way to 
jail when he was lynched. She was a 
witness before the grand jury against 
the lynchers, but the grand jury ignored 
the bill as to the lynchers and found a 
bill against her for murder in the first 
degree,

lynchers. Some of them fled and those 
warrants are yet unexecuted, though at 
this term of the court the solicitor sent 
In another bill against them, which the 
grand jury again ignored.

PATRONAGE FOR McLAURIN 


Believed Administration Will Give 
Senator Control of South Car- 
olina Offices To Aid Him 
in His Struggle for 
Re-election. 


Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral Wade Hampton’s refusal to accept 
the Columbia postmastership, tendered 
him by personal friends of Senator Mc- 
Laurin, has caused general comment here 
in political circles. Whatever the result 
of the senatorial contest in South Caro- 
lina may be, Senator McLaurin has cuc- 
ceeded in gaining more newspaper noto- 
riety than he has ever enjoyed since he 
came into public life. The Hampton in- 
cident seems to have created as much 
comment as did the senator’s speech at 
Charlotte or his selection of Mr. Capers 
for district attorney in South Carolina. 

The manly and dignified refusal of 
General Hampton to accept public office 
under the present administration in view 
of all the circumstances involved, .is-gen- 
erally approved here by southern demo- 
crats. Those who know him, and love 
the grand old man, would have been 
greatly surprised if not mortified had he 
acted differently... Postoffice officials pro- 
fess to be without any definite knowledge 
as to the extent of authority vested either 
in Senator McLaurin or his_ personal 
friends to tender the Columbia postmas- 
tership to General Hampton or any one 


else. 
McLaurin Controls Patronage. 

Notwithstanding the non-committal 
statement drawn from the minor officials, 
a very strong impression prevails here 
among those who profess to be. familiar 
with the relations which exist between 
the administration and Senator McLaur- 
in, to the effect that Senator McLaurin is 
practically in control of the federal pat- 
ronage of the Palmetto state. The junior 
senator, however, does not claim to have 
as much influence as some of his ene- 
mies concede to him, but in a general 
way he indignantly repudiates the sug- 
gestion that he is aiming for a federal 
appointment for himself, but he frankly 
confesses that he proposes to do every- 
thing in his power to help his friends at 
home. Throughout the executive depart- 
ments there appears to be a general dis- 
position to let Senator McLaurin have a 
voice in dealing with all federal patron- 
age so far as relates to South Carolina. 

Those who profess to be informed on 
the subject intimate that some. kind of 
an understanding exists between the ad- 
minstration leaders and Senator McLaur- 
in by which the latter is to have the dis- 
posal of all the important federat offices 
in the state, provided he ean induce a 
certain class of men to accept them. 

A Desperate Struggle. 

This aid and comfort to the senatorial 
canvass on the part of the administration 
is expected to help him win the desper- 
ate struggle he is likely to°have to suyuc- 
ceed himself. His plan of campaign is 
said to have been carefully surveyed by 
some of the most adroit republicans, aid- 
ed by a number of gold democrats. It 
remains for Senator McLaurin to make 
the issue along the lines of his Charlotte 
speech and should he fail to convince the 
voters of his state of the wisdom of his 
re-election then it is said the administra- 
tion stands ready to provide him with a 
federal appointment should he desire one. 

Having secured the indorsement of 
General M. C. Butler and thus attached 
the latter to his political staff, Senator 
McLaurin doubtless considered it a wise 
move to enlist, if possible, the services 
and good will of General Hampton. It 
seems, however, that General ampton, 
for good and sufficient reasons, prefers 
to maintain his independence and he nat- 
urally resents the motives which may or 
may not have prompted the tender of a 
canara) office under a republican adminis- 
ra n. 


WILL SELECT NO ARBITRATOR 


Mayor Mims Declines To Act Any 
Further—Men Could 
Not Agree. 

Mayor Mims has declined to appoint 
another arbitrator for the city to confer 
with one from the Georgia Electric Light 
Company to fix the price at which Atlanta 
will receive fights for the year. He 
made himself clear in a communication 
which he filed with council yesterday af- 
ternoon, He recommends that, under the 
conditions, the arbitration not be carried 
further. 

With this communication was a Dill 
from Captain W. D. Ellis for $50 for ser- 
vices as arbitrator. The mayor said he 
thought this amount was fair and should 
be paid. The bill was referred to the 
finance committee for consideration, while 
the mayors communication, together 
with all the papers of the recent attempt 
at arbitration, was turned over to the 
counci] committee on electric Nghts. 

It may be remembered that when coun- 
cil passed a resolution calling for the ap- 
pointment of an arbitrator to represent 
the city in the light matter, the mayor 
named Captain Ells. The electric light 
company appointed H. A. McCord as its 
arbitrator. After several weeks the ar- 
bitrators found it impossible to agree and 
Captain Ellis so repurted to the mayor, 
at the same time turning over all the pa- 
pers in the case.. 

The council] resolution provided for the 
appointment of five sets of arbitrators. 

The mayor’s communication touching 
this matter is as follows: 

“Gentlemen—Pursuant to contract exist- 
ing between the city of Atlanta and the 
Georgia Electric Light Company that ar- 
bitration be had as to prices to be paid 
by the city for its electric lights, I ap- 
pointed Mr. W. D. Ellis as arbitrator for 
the city of Atlanta to act with the ar- 
bitrator of the Georgia Electric Lighi 
Company. Mr. Ellis has been very vigt- 
lant and attentive to this business, and 
has done much work and correspondence 
regarding the matter. I enclose his pill 
against the city for such services—gp0, I 
think it very reasonable and hope that 
you agree with me. I return the report 
of Mr. Ellis and the correspondence be- 
tween himself and the electric company’s 
arbitrator. I would advise that in the in-

CARTER WHIPS BONNER. 


Louisville, Ky., May 6.—‘‘Kid’” Carter, 
of Brooklyn, was tonight given the de- 
cision over Jack Bonner, of ‘Summit 
Hill, Pa.

Jacksonville will have the same 
experience. 

Jacksonville's opportunities are far 
greater than those which came to At- 
lanta, and fire fnsurance is responsible 
for it. The reports from that city show 
that hardly a piece of property of all 
that destroyed was without insurance. 
The people of J nville seem to 
have learned that the best of all in- 
vestments is insurance. While the 
amounts é¢arried by individuals are not 
likely to reach the full value of the 
property destroyed, the returns from 
this investment will be sufficient fo 
give each property owner a nucleus 
with which to rebuild, and the new

: Southward Ho! 


Gradually the tides of Amcrican life 
are surging forward and again we are 
brought face to face with the verifica- 
tion of Bishop Berkeley’s prophetic 
line, ‘“‘Westward the course of em- 
pire takes its way;”’’ but this time the 
movement is deflected slightly toward 
the south. 

After carefully tabulating the returns 
of the last official census it has been 
discovered that the center of population 
in this country is six miles south of 
Columbus, in Bartholemew county, In- 
diana. On comparing the census of 
1900 with the census of 1890, it will be 
found that the center of ‘population 
has moved two miles southward and 
fourteen miles westward. 

Viewing the situation from the 
standpoint of this section there is pecu- 
liar gratification in the disclosure 
which the census makes, since it shows 
that the drift southward has in some 
measure retarded the movement west- 
ward which the center of population 
has been making in this country dur- 
ing the past one hundred years. ° 

Of course the southward drift is due 
to an influx of population in two oppo- 
site directions, part moving toward the 
extreme southwest into Oklahoma, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, and part toward 
the extreme southeast into Texas, 
Georgia, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and other states of this 
immediate section. 

Heretofore the center of population 
has been moving westward with slight 
tendencies towafd the north, but now 
the currents of growth have modified 
this condition of affairs to such an ex- 
tent that the center of population is 
now moving westward with slight ten- 
dencies toward the south.

Errors About South America. 


The threats of European interference 
in the affairs of South América, about 
which a good deal has been recently 
said in the BPnglish .and European 
press, are calculated to create no other 
feeling on this side of the Atlantic 
than one of amusement. The threats 
are based upon the same kind of mis- 
understanding as that possessed by the 
Italian statesman who pictured Ameri- 
ca, Africa and Asia together as stand- 
ing in the way of civilization—an‘as- 
sumption of European superiority and 
ignorance concerning this country that 
can only be excused on the ground of 
extreme ignorance. 

The German emperor is pictured as 
making hasty preparations to extend 
his protecting hand over a large 
portion of South America, and in the 
discussion over this supposed project 
of the War Lord _it is evident that Eu- 
rope considers all of this hemisphere, 
outside of the United States and Can- 
ada, as a wilderness capable of colo- 
nia] settlement. How great a miscon- 
ception of the situation this involves 
is pointed out by The New York Trib- 
une, which, in commenting upon prog- 
ress in South America, says: 


We have remarked upon the grossness 
of the error involved in regarding South 
America as an unimproved region, wasted 
until Europeans shall seize and exploit 
it. If qur European friends who cherish 
such delusions would only visit Buffalo 
this year they would have their eyes 
opened to the facts of the case. A conti- 
nent inhabited by sixty million people— 
Mexico and Central America are, of 
course, included in the manger which the. 
Evrcpeen oxen wish to get at—mostly 
civilized and of European ancestry, is not 
to be regarded as a wilderness to be 
opened up by pioneers. It {s true that 
some of those countries are ill governed 
and are not living half way up to their 
possibilities. Nevertheless, it is not for 
European powers to declare them weighed 
in the balance and found wanting. Nor 
is there the least unreasonableness or 
inequity in this country’s insisting, as it 
has done with European acquiescence for 
more than three-fourths of a century, 
that they shall be permitted to work out 
their own salvation free from aggression 
or oppression. 

We yteld place to no one in appreciation 
of American and European civilization 
as in general superior to that of any 
other part of the world. But the notion 
that every other part of the world is to 
be “‘taken’’.either by America or by some 
European power is untenable. We hear, 
for example, of no proposals to ‘‘take’’ 
Japan. Siam may be ‘taken’ one of 
these days, as half of it has already been; 
but it will be sheer spoliation, indefensi- 
ble in law or morals. There is not & 
power in Europe that has not committed 
itself to the theory that Chinese integrity 
should be respected and maintained. If 
that attitude toward China is now aban- 
doned, that is because of China’s failure 
to act in a manner compatible with its 
maintenance. But to preten@ that South 
America, with its doors open to all the 
world, is for a moment in the same cate- 
gory with China is simply preposterous. 
Let it. be granted that this country “will 
neither take South America nor let any 
one else take it.’’ There is the best of 
reeson therefor. South America has 
“taken” itself. 


We hear a good deal these days of |. 


the probable refusal of Germany, and 
perhaps of other European countries, to 
continue to recognize the Monroe doc- 
trine. There is not much danger of 
anything of that sort—not much danger 
of such refusal and less danger of any- 
thing serious coming from such action 
if it ever does occur. European states- 
men and European newspapers may 
imagine these South American coun; 
tries would be glad to be “taken” by 
Germany, but Emperor William is too 
wise to risk a war over the Monroe 
doctrine without first looking over the 
field. When he does look over. the 
South American proposition he will 
drop it like the proverbia] hot potato.

NOT MADE E BY SPECULATION 


In these days of commercial prosperity, 
of rapid rise in values, the ticket tape 
tefis tales that tempt and tickle the spec- 
wlator and lure into the. broker's tolls 
men who hever before felt the desire to 
gamble, says The New York Tribune. 
The goal toward which the men gnd wo- 
men steer who wish to make money with- 
out working for it is ,not always the 
Same. It may be enough money to defray 
vacation expenses. funds for the cost of 
& wedding. the price of a saloon in the 
@venue or-a clean million. It all depends 
on the views of the amateur speculator. 
For weeks the newspapers - have been 
Studied closely, and time that might 
have been spent profitably hes . been 
‘wasted in making calculations as to how 
much could have been made if so much 
copper, fuel. wire or fiyup railroad stock 
had purchased. With a little. in- 
significant amount so many shares could 
have been bought: the increase in value 
of this purchase and the additional 
amount of stock which could have been 
acquired with the profit would have made 
the little investment net so many thu- 
sand dollars. This picture of what might 
have been is conjured up so often. the 
train of thought is stimulated so fre- 
uently by accounts of rise in values and 
by the conversations of men who “‘oc- 
casionally take a fiyer in the street” 
that scruples against risking hard-earned 
money are overcome, and the clerk, the 
small merchant, the hard-working me- 
chanic and often the woman with a little 
income are enlisted in the ranks of 
would-be rapid money makers who are 
doomed fo disappointment.

The great fortunes of: the world are 
usually in the eyes of the people who

less far removed from the throng that 
toils and spins. 


According to “Chambers’ Journal,” J. 
Beit. of Kimberley, South Africa. stands 
at the head of the list of the world’s 
Gaetan” with a fortune of about 

000, Next to him, and pressing 
him hard for first place, comes the vet- 
eran Chinese statesman, Li Hung Chang. 
J. B. Robinson, of South Africa, has a 
fortune estimated at $400,000,000. and 
Prince Demidoff, of Russia, is credited 
with a like amount. The combined for- 
tune of the Londén: Vienna and Paris 
Rothschilds, which was once considered 
the largest in the world. is now estimated 
at about $300,000,000. Chile’s representative, 
in the person of Senora Isidora Cousino. 
is credited with $70,000,000, and John 
Smith, of Mexico, has $45,000,000: John 

James Magee, of Guatemala, has the 
snug sum of $35,000,000. The duke of Me- 
dina-Celi of Spain, and the Duc d’Aren- 
berg, of Belgium; Count Worongoff, of 
Russia. and Angelo Quintieri, of Italy, 
must each worry along on $30,000,000. In 
Austria, besides the Rothschilds, the 
list contains the names of. Archduke 
Frederick, $70,000,000; Prince Lichtenstein, 
360,000,000; A. Dreher, the brewer, $50,000,-

Baron Leitenberger. $25,000,000, and Prince 
Montenuovo. $25,000,000.

Among the English millionaires are the 
duke of Westminster, $75,000,000: Lord 
Iveagh, $70,000,000: the dukes of Devon- 
shire, Buccleuch, Derby and Bedford, 
each supposed to have a fortune of about 
$50,000,000: the marquis of Bute and the 
marquis of Cadogan, $45,000,000 each: the 
duke of Northumberland, $30,000,000: Lord 
Armstrong.

Prince Pless, $45,000,000, and Count Henck- 
el-Donnersmarck, $45,000,000. M. Heine, of 
Paris, has a fortune estimated at $70,000, - 
000, and Guzman Blanco, another Parisian, 
has a $25,000,000 fortune. 


Many of the men whose names appear 
on the list of the world’s greatest cap- 
italists owe their fortunes to the wisdom 
and energy of their forefathers: some 
have become wealthy through the ap- 
preciation of estates; the great majority 
owe their millions to industrial develop- 
ment, but probably not one acquired his 
wealth by indulging in the class of snecu- 
lation by which the man who is ambitious 
to become rich is tempted when the bull 
is master of the situation in the Wall 
street district.

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KEITH MAY NOT GET MONEY. 


Mayor Declines To Sign the Check 


for $150. 


A special meeting of the board of 
health will be held this morning. at 9 
o’clock’ for. the purpose of taking action 
in regard to the claim of ex-Inspector 
Keith for $250 for services as special evi- 
dence man in the case against former 
Chief Lowry. The call for the meeting 
was issued by Mayor Mims yesterday 
afternoon. 

At a meeting of the board last Friday 
it was decided to give-Keith $150 for 
his services. This was in the nature 
of a compromise. Several members of 
the board were opposed to allowing the 
ex-inspector $250, but were willing to 
give him a smaller sum. Thé city at- 
torney had held that the board was not 
legally bound to pay the claim, but 
could do so in its discretion. 

Mayor Mims, who is an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the health board, was not present 
at the meeting of the board last week. 
He intimated to the comptroller that 
he would not sign a check giving Keith 
the $150, and while a voucher had been 
prepared, no check was made out. The 
voucher was signed by Chief Inspector 
Hope, Dr. E. H. Richardson, secretary 
of the board, and Dr. G. Y. Pierce, 
chairman of the contagious disease com- 
mittee of council. 

Keith yesterday served notice on the 
mayor that if the theck was not signed 
by 2 o’clock he would institute legal 
proceedings for the collection of the 
$150. He stated late yesterday after- 
noon that, owing to the special meeting 
of the health board, he had decided not 
to take the step at first contemplated. 
Mayor Mims states that he is opposed 
to paying the claim, as Keith was paid 
a salary as an inspector during the time 
he was engaged in collecting the evi- 
dence used against Lowry. .”

While Moore was in Atlanta on 
business, the professor made improper 
advances to Mrs. Moore. He was ar- 
rested and brought to Atlanta about two 
months ago, and transferred to the jail at 
Decatur, where he has been confined ever 
since. He claimed that he had taken 
too much. morphine for neuralgia. and did 
not know what he was about. 

Jerry Freeman, a negro, was indicted 
on four or five charges of running blind 
tigers in DeKalb county. It is said that 
Freeman has been giving much trouble 
in the dry county, and that he once shot 
at the marshal of Lithonia. 

Louis Venable, a negro, was indicted 
for horse stealing. 

Mark Luckie, a negro with a notorious 
reputation, was indicted for burgtary. 

An important case is that of Dave Phil- 
lips, a white man who created. disorder 
on a trolley car of the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company going from Atlanta te 
Decatur about two weeks ago. Conductor 
J. A. Pate stated before the grand jury 
that Phillips got on the car and cursed in 
the presence of ladies, and when an ef- 
fort was made to put him off, he drew a 
pistel and threatened to kill both the 
conductor and the motorman. It is said 
that Phillips has been inflicted on at 
least three charges—those of carrying 
concealed weapons, pointing a pistol at 
another and using profane and indecent 
language in the presence of females. 

There were also quite a large number 
of indictments for minor offenses, so 
Judge Candler will have’ his hands 
full for awhile in DeKalb county.

Councilman Reed's effort to override the 
mayor's veto of his ordinance seeking to 
bring the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company under the general ordinance of 
August 22, 1899, as soon as it shall have 
‘applied for and received any new grants 
of Whatever kind, was one of the features 
of yesterday's session of council. 

The mayor's veto waa sustained by a 
vote of 10 to 9. It takes a two-thirds

Among those present during the dab 
sion which ensued were C. J. Simmons, 
president of the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company; Attorney Preston Arkwright, 
general counsel for that company: Er- 
nest Woodruff, vresident of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company; Colonel W. 
T. Moyers, one of the attorneys for the 
road, and Joel Hurt. 

Colonel Reed, among other things, stat- 
ed that he did not consider that a 5 per 
_ cent tax on the gross revenue of a street 
railway company was excessive. He said 
Baltimore charged 9 per cent in addition 
to taxing the property of companies. He 
then went on to say that a number of 
large enterprises in the city were ‘‘dodg- 
ing taxes,’’ and he gave figures to show 
that this statement was correct. 

As soon as Councilman Reed finished, 
Councilman Grady stated he agreed with 
all that had been said about taxes and 
assessments. ‘‘But,’’ said he, “Council- 
man Reed's ordinance doesn’t seek te 
remedy the matter. If thege combanies 
do not pay enough taxes let the tax as- 
sessors fix a proper assessment.”’ 


Made Ordinance Effective. 


Councilman Hill stated that the Reed 
ordinance was merely intended to make 
the general ordinance more effective, and 
he believed in doing\ everything that 
_might bring additional and legitimate rev- 

enue to the city. ‘“‘This ordinancp,’’ said 
he, “has passed council and the alder- 
manic board; but it seems that.it could 
not pass the third floor of this bUjlding.”’ 

The ordinance, if passed, said Council- 
man Kontz, would only mean more type- 
writing; for, said he, when new grants 
were made the companies would not only 
be exempted frém the operation of the 
general ordinance, as in the past, but also 
the Reed ordinance as well. He stated 
he would have voted against the granting 
of permission to the power company to 
lay double ks on Capitol avenue, had

CHIEF JOYRER’S PICTURE 


He Tells What the Great Jackson- 
ville Fire Would Have Done for 
Atlanta—Relief Committee 
Will Meet Again 
This Morning. 


“Imagine a section of Atlanta exturd- 
ing from the electric light plant on Simp- 
son street to Oakland cemetery, and from 
Mitchell and Whitehall streets to the 
Aragon hotel swept and destroyed by fire, 
and you will have a faint idea of the 
devastation wrought in Jacksonville.’’ 

Such was the graphic way in which 
Chief W. R. Joyner, of the fire depart- 
ment, pictured the destruction in the 
Florida metropolis upon his return to 
Atlanta yesterday. Perhaps this state- 
ment of Chief Joyner’s is the clearest 
idea Atlentans who have never seen 
Jacksonville have yet been given of the 
extent of the damage done. 

“It is impossible to picture the horrors 
ef the situation,’”’ Chief Joyner con 
tinued. “The newspapers have not done 
so only because it cannot be done, There 
are only about two blocks of business 
houses left standing in the city, and they 
were in the poorest part of the busines; 
secticn. 

“Nothing could have checked the sweep 
of those flames once the fire got started. 
The combined fire departments of New 
York and Chicago would have been pow- 
erless to handle it; the conflagration was 
beyond the control of any human agency. 
The Gardner building, constructed of steel 
girders and brick, was as effectually de- 
stroyed as if, it had been of tinder, and 
yet it was supposed to be fire-proof. 

. Chief Joyner, seeing the plight of the 
Jeeksonvilie department in having lost 
mrch of its hose and apparatus, had 
1,000 feet of hose shipped there from the 
Atlanta department. It reached Jackson- 
Ville yesterday mornirg. 

. Report of the Committee.

The committee upon arriving in Jack- 
sonville was shown the burned district 
by Editor Stockton, of The Times-Unio 
and Citizen, who afterwards introduce 
them to Mavor Bowden. Accompanied 
by ths mayor, the Atlanta party went 
before the general relief committee, where 
several of them, including Cheirman Cab- 


ijaniss, Chief Joyner, Messrs. Schlesinger 


and Grasty, made brief speeches in which 
they gave assurances of Atlanta’s deep 
eympathy and desire to do all possible 
to aid in relieving the suffering in the 
stricken city. They informed the relief 
committee that they had brcuweht $1,000 
worth of provisions and clothing and thut 
they had $1,000 or $1,2000 more which they 
would invest as the Jacksonville com- 
mittee might think fit. 

Bishop Weed, of the Episcopal church, 
responded to the Atlanta committee on 
behalf of the people Jacksonville, thank- 
ing the pecple of Atlenta for their gen- 
ervus sympathy and substantial aid. The 
Jacksonville committee had much work 
before it, and the Atlantans did not re- 
main with them long. They spent the 
remainder of the day in looking over the 
ruins and left Sunday night to return 
home. 

Another Meeting Today. 

Several additional subscriptions were 
reported at the meeting and the work is 
still going on.

Captain Jennings summoning Under-

tended, however, that the hbspital had 
‘no right to ask for the return of the 
body for an autopsy, as the coroner would 
hold no inquest and the relatives of the 
dead man would pay for the burial.

Heroic Spirit Manifested. 

Mrs. Wrenn gives a most interesting 
account of the dramatic scenes incident 
to the fire and commends with great 
enthusiasm the heroic spirit manifested 
by the men and women of the stricken 
city. She had en the guest for some 


weeks of Bishop and Mrs. Weed, but 
some days before the fire had gone to 
the Windsor hotel to visit her son, Mr. 
Allen Wrenn, who is in business there. 

She was at a luncheon party atthe 
residence of Mrs. John G. Cristopher 
at Riverside when, through the tele- 
phone, the message came that there was 
a fire in town. Little attention was paid 
to it and the ladies, all unconscious of 
what was about fo deprive them of the 
elegant homes they had left, enjoyed the 
dainties put before them until a second 
message warned them that the fire was 
threatening the residence portion of’ the 
city. 

They quickly hurried into their car- 
riages and out of the twenty-five guests 
twelve reached the city in time only. to 
see the flames devouring their homes 
and all contained in them. Others suc- 
ceeded in dragging what they could out 
of their homes and piling them in wag- 
ons or in the street only to have ‘to 
leave them there and hurry on to save 
their very lives. 


A Tornado of Flame. 


‘When I reached the Windsor hotel,” 
said Mrs. Wrenn, “all was in great but 
quiet confusion and my son had dragged 
my trunk into the street and was hunt- 
ing a wagon that he might take it to 
the depot. All the other guests were 
doing their best to save their belongings, 
and I. do not think I shall ever forget 
the scene. 

“As far as my eyes could reach down 
the street there was what appeared to 
me to be a tornado of flames that lashed 
at each other from either side of the 
Square and enveloped the church steeples 
and high buildings with a cyclonic ra- 
pidity. I was hurried away to. the 
suburbs and sought Mrs. Weed's home 
for shelter. 

“Toward evening the homeless people 
began to flock toward Riverside, where 
those who had friends were ‘taken in as 
long as there was a bed or a lounge, 
or a place for a mattress to be laid on 
the floor. Others had to shelter them- 
selves as best they could under the 
trees and guard whatever they had 
saved, while many prominent women 
and their families, like Mrs.- Aubrey 
Young, one of the most prominent young 
married women in the city sought shel- 
ter with her: familv in a stable. 

“A party of us returned to the citv 
late in the eveni-~. and it was a re- 
markable picture that presented itself. 
There was a mass of ruins where the 
wealth of Jacksonville had been and the 
only untouched object was the hivrh con- 
federate monument in .the center of the 
souare. 

“The marble of the pedestal and col- 
umn was scarcely smoked and_ the 
bronze figure of the soldier surmounting 
it stood sentinel-like in the midst of 
smoke and ruins, and seemed symbolical 
of the quie’ brave spirit that seems 
to have animated to the point of heroism 
the men and women of Jacksonville.”

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CITY MAY SOON OWN 


CITY HALL BUILDING 


Steps were taken yésterday during the | 


meeting of council] for a possible trans- 
fer of the city hall building and prop- 
erty .to the city. A proposttion from the 
chamber of commerce was presented and 
the matter was referred jointly to the 
finance and public buildings committee 
for consideration and report. 

The matter, since being made public, 
has attracted no end of attention and 
has been the subject of conversation be- 
tween members of council. Many mem- 
bers of that body appear to favor the 
purchase of the property and it is high- 
ly probable that the two committees work- 
ing together will submit a favorable re- 


port. 

The proposition is contatned in the fol- 
lowing communication, which was sent 
to council yesterday afternoon: 

To the mayor and general council—Gentle- 
men: The followirg proposition is submitted 
by the directors of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, subject, of course, to ratification 
by our stockholders. It is proposed that the 
chamber of commerce building and realty be 
donated to the city of Atlanta, the city to 
assume the present indebtedness of the 
chamber, which amounts to $37,500, and per- 
mit the chamber of commerce to occupy rooms 
in the building as tenant at will. 

The directors of the chamber are led to sug- 
gest this disposition of the property for the 
following reasons: 

i. The chamber of commerce was created 
for public service, and it is not believed that 
the ownership and management of an office 
building contributes to the success or useful- 
ness of the organization. Busy men are will- 
ing to contribute time to the work of promot- 
ing the public welfare, but they cannot spare 
time for work that is without benefit either io 
the public or private interests. 

2. As matters stand the chamber of corn- 
merce is maintaining an entire building for 
the use of two baé¢k rooms, This is the net 
result: for when operating expenses have been 
paid, together with other fixed charges such 
as state, cotinty and municipal taxes, inter- 


est and insurance, the sum received for rent- 
als has been practically exhausted, and ail 
expenses incident to public work undertaken 
by the chamber has been, and must continue 
to be, borne by the membership. 

We believe that the proposed transfer would 
be advantageous for the city, and respectfully 
submit the following reasons for this belief: 

1. As now arranged, the. office space al- 
lotted the several city departments is inad- 
equate, If the building should pass to the 
ownership of the city, the fourth floor, now 
occupied by fraternal organizations, could be 
used for office purposes. Either this, or else 
a light and commodious council chamber 
might be arranged on the fourth floor, and the 
second floor converted into offices. 

2. Under present conditions, the city is vir- 
tually paying state, county and municipal 
taxes, and more than this, is paying in the 
neighborhood of 6 per cent on a loan of 
$37,500 for the money paid by the city to 
the chamber is immediately paid out again 
for the purpose named—the chamber is not 
benefitted by the transaction. On the = other 
hand, if the property were owned by the city 
there would be no taxes to pay, and the loan 
might be carried for 3 per cent or 3% per 
cent, whereas the chamber must pay double 
that rate. In othgr words, the transfer would 
put the city in possession of the entire build- 
ing, and the expense of maintenance, — in- 
cluding interest on loan, would be fully one- 
third less than the rental price now paid 
by the city, hence, besides the advantage 
of additional and ample office space, the city 
would make a net saving of at least $1,500 
per year. 

3. With reference to the suggestion, fre- 
quently made, that authority be secured for a 
special issue of bonds to be sold for the pur- 
pose of constructing a city hall, we submit 
that the plan would be an exceedingly diffi- 
cult one to carry through, Bond issues, for 
any purpose, are unpopular with voters. Even 
for the vital need of waterworks improve- 
ments, it has been well nigh impossible to se- 
cure the necessary majority. For the pur- 
pose of building an expensive city hall the 
task would undoubtedly require a tedious and 
unnecessary delay in the matter of providing 
ample quarters for the city offices, and even 
if, in time, the money necessary for the -con- 


struction of a new city hall might be secured | 
.through the agency of a special bond issue, 


it would mean the expenditure of at least 


$250,000.

ELECTION OCCURS IN JULY 


Many Matters Disposed Of—Council 
Wants To Know Why Police 
Board Has Not Yet Elected 
a Matron for Police 
Headquarters. 


The heal officer ordinance, as amend- 
ed by the aldermanic board, was passed 
by the city council yesterday afternoon. 
It will now go to the mayor for his ap- 
proval, and if that is secured, thé elec- 
tion of a physician to fill the position 
will take place at the first meeting of 
council in July. 

As amended the ordinanee provides 
that the health officer shall be elected 
for a term of two years, instead of four, 
as was originally intended, and that his 
election shall occur at the first meeting 
in July this year instead of the present 
month. 

During th» meeting Councilman Lon- 
gino, the author of the ordinance, stated 
that the president of the board of health 
had asked to have the election occur 
next month, and he proposed an amend- 
ment to that effect, Latar, however, he 
withdrew his amendment, at the same 
time moving that the ordinance be 
passed. This received the sesond of 
Councilman Grady and the ordinance was 
adopted. 

When council met a communication 
from the Southern Intersta*” Fair Asso- 
clation, asking that the Vv assist. in 
fixing up ths grounds and ives at Pied- 
mont park, was reac. Or iotion of Al- 
derman LaHatte the rat, bole referred 
to the streets committee With power to 
act. It is probable that the committee 
will grant the request of the association. 

During the session Councilman Reed 
introduced an ordinance making it wun- 
lawful for persons, firms or corporations 
to run electric or other cars in the city 
of Atlanta that were in such condition 
as to make unseemly noises. The ordi- 
nance seeks to make an offense of this 
character punishable by a fine of $10 or 
five oes on the public works, in the dis- 
creticn of the recorder. 

The paper was referred to the ordinance 
com mittee. 

Another ordinance was introduced seek- 
ing to prevent, if possible, the stealing of 
tools used by mechanics or others. Junk 
shop dealers and pawn shops, accordinz 
to this ordinance, must keep an accu- 
rate account of all tools that come into 
their’ pessession, lists of these articles to 
be furnihhed the police department. The 
ordinance was 2dopted. 

Ccuncil appropriated $400 to settle the 
|damage suit of Mrs. Eliga Cain and her 
husband against the city. Mrs. Cain, it 
seems, was injured’ oh Magnolia street 
seme months’ ago. A water’ plug was 
just outside the curbstone, her zarringe 
struck it and she“was thrown out, sus- 
taining serious personal injuries. The 
city was sued for more than $15,000 on 
account of the aceident. In thea settle- 
ment of $800, the Atlanta cotton factory 
agreed to pay half, the water plug hav- 
ing been put in for the accommodation 
of the factory. A special meeting of the 
aldermanic board was held and the ac- 
tion of council in this matter was con- 
curred in. 


Wants To Know About Matron. 

Councilman Longino presented a reso- 
lution asking that the board of police 
commissioners be requested to explain to 
council why a policé matron had not yet 
been elected. The resolution was adopt- 
ed. Council some months ago passed the 
police matron ordinance. 

There was some discussion over the 
recommendation of the prison committee 
‘to the effect that a uniform garb be pro- 
vided for all city prisoners compelled to 
work upon the streets. The committee 
recommended -that 800 complete suits be 
rurchased, the suits to have a thin stripe 
running through them,.much the sams 
as the ordinary convict garb. 

Some members of .council were opposed 
to humiliating people in this way who 
had been sent to the public works for 
what was considered ‘‘trivial’’ offenses. 
Cthers proposed having ‘suits of a solid 
color, as blue or brown, but this sugges- 
tion also met with disfavor. Councilman 
Garrett, chairman of the prison commit- 
tee, declared that reputable working men 
were in the habit of wearing brown or 
blue overalls. and prisoners if clothed in 
suits resembling overalls might easily es- 
cape, their costumes not being of the kind 
to attract attention. 

Councilman Garrett, after further dis- 
oussion, and at a time when amendments 
Were about to be proposed to the ordi- 
nance, moved to table the matter until

New Turf Exchange Ordinance. 

Regarding the turf exchange ordinance, 
Ccuncilman Kontz stated that he pro- 
posed introducing a different ordinance 
and asked that the original paper be re- 
referred to the ordinance committee. The 
motion prevailed, and later in the meeting 
he introduced the promised ordinance. 
Upon Judge Kontz’s own motion the 
measure was referred jointly to the ordi- 
nance and police committees. 

The proposed ordinance is as follows: 

Section |. Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council that section 1888 of the city 
code of 1899 be repealed, and in Neu thereof, 
the following section be ordained, to-wit: 
Section 1888. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation, agent or employee 
thereof, to maintain or carry on any office 
or place of business, or to have a place or 
point of meeting, in or at which any person, 
or persons, is or are allowed to bet, to offer to

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 6.—The liquidation of the 
long interest was accelerated this morning by 
the decline in Liverpool, Few buying  or- 
ders were in the market, and the heavy re- 
ceipts were a deterrent to’ the trade. Lo- 
cally the demand which gave prices a slight 
improvement was due to the fact that prices 
have again touched the low level and the short 
interest seemed willing in a measure to take 
profits. The elimination of this leaves the 
market in a weaker position. 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, May 6.—The continued heavy 
receipts caused further weakness in Liver- 
pool, and it is reported that a large settle- 
ment was made there by those long of sum- 
mer positions. Prices here, in spite of the 
early break in Liverpool only opened 5 points 
lower, as shorts coyered freely, occasioning 
an improvement of 4 points later. in 
Sympathy with the subsequent’ enhance- 
ment in that market, which was due 
to straddlers buying to. undo hedges. 
The large port and interior . receipts 
and estimates for New Orleans and Houston 
tomorrow, coupled to the easiness of spots, 
caused a decline of 5 points from the top, 
making the net loss 6 points on old crop 
months, whereas the new only sold off 2. The 
port movement for the three days exceeds that 
of the whole week last year, and the four 
leading interior towns so far have received 

1,000 against 1,800 last year, or nearly six 
and a half times as much. India and Egypt 
are receiv more cetton than was expected 
a few weeks ago, and with a continuation of 
the immense’~ American movement, estimates 
for this crop will be increased. In the mean- 
while trade conditions throughout the’ world 
show no sign of betterment, as stocks of goods 
are increasing, even though charp reductions 
have been made to induce buyers to take hoid. 
Those who have been speculatively short are 
practically out, having taken their profits, 
therefore with little or no short interest left 
in‘the market, and all of the bearish features 
existing, it looks as if values will recede fur- 
ther, unless the growing’ crop meets with a 
serious setback. ; 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, May 6.—Some good sized prop- 
ositions in the dry goods market for export, 
but sellers decline to accept buyers’ prices, 
The market for brown cottons otherwise quiet 
and irregular. Bleached cottons dull with an 
easier tendency. Wide sheetings slow and un- 
changed. Print cloths inactive at previous 
prices.

Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 6.—Lower cables had the 
effect of lowering local prices for cotton this 
morning 2 to § points. Shorts availed them- 
selves of the decline by covering on.a rather 
liberal scale, especially German bears, who 
do not like the looks of things and are shrewd 
enough to recognize the possibility of a 
squeeze. Southern weather reports were de- 
cidedly bullish. Every station reported dry 
weather excepting an insignificant fall of rain 
at Augusta and Savannah. The feeling is that 
Texas needs rain badly, and people from that 
state now in town are of the opinion that 
the effect of protracted drought there for some 
days longer cannot fail to have an important 
bearing on the market. The question of scar- 
city of seed, while pooh-poohed by some, is 
regarded by many as a matter of much con- 
sequence, The range of the temperature today

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 6.—The interrupted specu- 
lative advance was renewed today with great 
violence, the speculative holders of stocks 
apparently having been entirely reassured by 
the check to the reaction which was achieved 
on Saturday.

great force and as’ a result there was sec 
heavy congestion of urgent buying orders xt <4 
executed at the opening. London prices De 
for the opening here indicated that large 
buying orders in the American department 
had been executed there for London account 
before our openin= and there was reported 
from London growing excitement on the part 
of English speculators themselves over the 
American -boom.. Large numbers of stock 
brokers found themselves eagerly bidding 
against each other when the chairman’s ham- 
mer fell on the New York stock exchange. The 
result was a violatile upward spurt of prices 
which has scarcely been equalled in any 
opening during the present boom. This up- 
ward spurt of prices proved in many cases to 
be the highest of the day, although there were 
constant recoveries and reactions in the gen- 
eral list all day. Opening sales were of 1,000 
to 25,000 shares in separate stocks at extreme 
advances of from | to 4% points and at 
prices in some instances varying as much as 2 
points on simultaneous sales. The Grangers, 
Pacifics, Trunk lines and southwesterns prov- 
ed to be the most active stocks. There was a 
continued dearth of news to account for the 
strength of the market in general, or Northern 
Pacific in particular. Consolidation continued 
to be the magic word to influence trading. 
There was even a wild rumor that all the 
great railroad interests whose supposed con- 
test for control have caused the recent violent 
movements in prices had come to a compromise 
and were about to consolidate all the prin- 
cipal raifroad systems of the whole coun- 
try. This narrowed down somewhat to more 
specific reports of progress in the southwest- 
ern merger and of further steps toward the 
adjustment of relations in the northwest rail- 
road deal. The last named rumor was the 
only thing to account for the sensational move- 
ment in Northern Pacific, which, in fts range 
and suddenness, exceeded that of any of the 
individual stocks which have been singled out 
at different times recently as centers of atten- 
tion. Northern Pacific made an extreme ad- 
vance of 23 points with no very important re- 
action on the way up. Long strings of 1,000 
to 6,000 share bl6cks were recorded, but the 
successive price changes did not exceed % of 
a point after the’ opening, when the second 
sale was made at a jump of 2% points over 
the first sale, which was 4 points over Sat- 
urday. None of the gains were fully main- 
tained. In fact, profit taking was in steady 
progress all day, under tover of the strength 
in individual stocks. The United States Steel 
stocks especially suffered from liquidation and 
closed practically unchanged from Saturday’s 
closing. This had a counteracting influence on 
the speculative enthusiasm. The higher money 
rate also was a deterrent influence, although 
it was lightly explained by bull enthusiasts 
that the brokers paid the higher rate because 
they were too busy to haggle over it. The 
call money rate touehed 10 per cent in the 
afternoon, but fell back after the most ur- 
gent demand had been satisfied.

Belling Milk That Lacked Cream. 


His REMARKABLE DEFENSE 
Stated to the Recorder That He Was 
Experimenting with Cow Food. 
WAS GIVEN LOWEST FINE UNDER .LAW 
Defendant Said He Made Experi- 


ments for the Benefft of the 
People Generally. 


A case of unusual interest came up be- 
fore Recorder Broyles yesterday after- 
noon when T. P. Hill, a dairyman from 
Decatur, was arraigned on the charge 
of selling mifk that did not contain as 
much “fat,” or cream, as was required by 
law. 

The defendant claimed that if his milk 
had fallen below the standard as fixed 
by the city ordinance it was due to 
the fact that he had been making ex- 
periments with his cows for the benefit 
of the people and other dairymen. In 
other words, he stated that he was dip- 
ping tnto the milk business on scientific 
principles’ and whatever he learned he 
gave out for the benefit of all those 
who sold or used milk. 

The experiments made by Hill were 
with the quality and quantity of food 
in order to ascertain what effect food 
products had on the milk. 

Recorder Broyles admitted that the 
subject was an interesting and impor- 
tant one, but the law made no provision 
for any such scientific researches. The 
lowest possible fine was imposed, the 
recorder suggesting to the defendant 
that he ought to pen up the cows he 
experimented with and not sell the 
milk. 

Hill runs a large. dairy at Decatur 
and sells milk in the city. He has teen 
in the dairy business. for many years 
and no fault has ever been found with 
his milk. A few days ago Inspector 
King secured a sample of his milk from 
a can and had it analyzed. It fell short 
a few points on cream, or ‘‘fat,”’ it is 
claimed, and a case was made. 

At his trial yestertay afternoon Hill 
‘said: 

"wae may be possible that some of my 
milk has lost in cream, for’ I have been 
experimenting with my cow feed. I read 
that overfeed reduced the cream and I 
now find that that is 80. Too much feed 
makes the milk watery. I am always 
making these experiments, and it is as 
much for the benefit of others as for 
myself. I have never violated any law, 
and it is my earnest endeavor to serve 
the best milk I can.” 

The récorder announced that he would, 
under the evidence,’ have to fine. the 
defendant $10.75, the lowest fine allowed 
by law. 

“T ,would advise, Mr. Hill,” said the 
recorder, “that you pen up the cows 
you experiment with and not sell the 
milk.’’

Brooks’s face was beaten almost into 
pulp. 

“T do not feel like fining this man,”’ said 
the recorder, “even if he was to blame. 
He has been punished. enough amd I wiil 
dsimiss the case.

Dog Law Was Changed and Owners 
Do Not Have To Be Notified. 


NO PROSECUTION IF POLICE KILL DOGS. 


Trouble Is Had with Vicious Can‘nes 
Every Summer—How the Dog 
Law Has Been Amended. 


Bince the warm weather set in, the 
police are having their regular summer 
trouble with vicious dogs. In the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afterncon a 
young man was fined $5.75 for allowing a 
vicious dog to run at large, the dog hav- 
ing bitten a little boy. 
shot and killed a dog, at the request 
ing been bitten. 

Under an amendment to the ordinance 
prohibiting vicious dogs to run at large 
it is not now necessary to notify the 
owner of such dog before a prosecu- 
tion can take place tn the police court. 
Captain Jennings some time ago saw 
that the old ordinance, 
a notice to the owner that his dog was 
vicious, made it impossible to convfct 
any one even after children had been bit- 
ten in the public streets. 

It seems that vicious dogs become 
more 80 ag the weather gets warmer, just 
as people with bad tempers’ become more 
irritable with the approach of the heat of 
summer. 

It is usually the case that when the 
owner of the dog allows the police to 
kill the animal there is no prosecution. 
- W.. E. Harbuck, who resides at No. 
169 West Hunter street, had three dogs— 
one black, one yellow and the third white 
—in his yard, although he claimed that 
the dogs were not his property. Satur- 
day, Frank, the little son of W. P. 
Cates, of No. 154 Chestnut street, was 
bitten by the black dog in Harbuck’s 
yard. A case was made against Harbuck 
for allowing a vicious dog to run at 
large, and it was heard in the recorder’s 
court yesterday afternoon. The defend- 
ant ‘stated that the dog did not belong 
to him. Recorder Broyles said that that 
might be so, but if the dog was in Har- 
buck’s yard and was taken care of 
and fed there, Harbuck would be re- 
sponsible. A. fine of $5.75 was entered 
and Harbuck said he was willing for the 
police to kill the dog. 

Yesterday afternoon Leo Gross, of No. 
68 Formwalt street, was bitten by a dog 
owned by a negro. Call Officer Coker 
investigated the case and the nesro Wwas 
not arrested, as he allowed the officer 
to kill the dog then and there. 


SMITH PLEADS GUILTY. 


Alleged Negro. Dentist Fined $50 
and Costs or Twelve Months for 
Cheating and Swindling. 

The city criminal court, Judge A. E. 
Calhoun presiding; convened yesterday 
morning and the day’s session was mark- 
ed by the transaction of a considerable 

amount of business, 

The most interesting case disposed of 
during the day was that against Wi-:liam 
T. Smith, a negro, charged with cheating 
and swindling. Smith is alleged to have 
‘duped several members of his race by 
representing himself to be.a dentist and 
obtaining money fraudulently. 

Smith had eight cases of cheating and 
swindling against him and he yesterday 
entered a plea of guilty to two of the 
cases, Judge Calhoun sentenced him to 
pay a fine of $0 and costs or serve 
twelve months in the county chaingang in 
each case. The remaining cases were 
nol prossed. 

Disposition was made of seventeen cases 
during the day and out of this number 
fifteen convictions were recorded. Two 
of the batch were white men.
